Obama rejects a bill 
with risky potential 
as some seizures halt 

Washington 

President Obama rejected on Thurs- 
day a bill that the White House 
fears could worsen the mounting 
problems caused by flawed or mis- 
leading documents used by banks 
in home foreclosures. 

White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs said Obama is send- 
ing a newly passed bill back to 
Congress to be fixed because the 
current version has “unintended 
consequences on consumer pro- 
tections ” The bill would loosen 
the process for providing a notary’s 
seal to documents and allow them 
to be done electronically. 

Obama will not sign a bill that 
would allow foreclosure and other 
documents to be accepted among 
multiple states. Consumer advo- 
cates and state officials had argued 
the legislation would make it diffi- 
cult for homeowners to challenge 
foreclosure documents prepared 
in other states. 

O. Max Gardner, a consum- 
er lawyer in Shelby, N.C., said the 
bill would have made the problems 
with foreclosure documents worse. 
That’s because mortgage compa- 
nies would have been able to mass- 


produce documents and affix a dig- 
ital version of a notary’s seal. 

“They could process more fore- 
closure cases with improper and 
invalid documents, and make it 
more difficult for consumers to 
try to fight,” he said. 

A furor has been growing as evi- 
dence has surfaced that mortgage 
lenders have been evicting home- 
owners using flawed court papers. 
Attorney General Eric Holder said

President Obama used a rare 
pocket veto to reject a bill on 
document notarization Thurs- 
day — a tactic for killing a bill 
that can be used only when Con- 
gress is not in session.

Christie cuts project 
to boost rail traffic 
because of costliness 

Trenton, N.J. 

New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie on 
Thursday killed a decades-in-the- 
making train tunnel connecting 
New Jersey and Manhattan, say- 
ing the state can’t afford to pay 
for cost overruns on the under- 
way project. 

Construction on the project 
began last year and was scheduled 
to be completed in 2018. The larg- 
est federal transportation project 
in the country, it was expected to 
double train traffic in and out of 
New York City during peak com- 
mute times. 

But over the years, the cost for 
the tunnel has also nearly dou- 
bled.

Bombs Kill 8 at Pakistan Shrine

Two suspected suicide bombers 
attacked the most beloved Sufi 
shrine in Pakistan’s largest city 
Thursday, killing at least eight peo- 
ple, wounding 65 others, and send- 
ing a stark reminder of the threat 
posed by Islamist militants to this 
U.S.-allied nation. 

Angry mobs burned tires and

Peruvian Mario Vargas Llosa won 
the 2010 Nobel Prize in literature 
on Thursday as the academy hon- 
ored one of the Spanish-speaking 
world’s most acclaimed authors 
and an outspoken political activ- 
ist who once ran for president in 
his tumultuous homeland. 

Vargas Llosa, 74, has written 
more than 30 novels, plays and 
essays, including “Conversation 
in the Cathedral” and “The Green 
House.” In 1995, he won the Cer- 
vantes Prize, the most distinguished 
literary honor in Spanish. 

He is the first South American 
winner of the prestigious $1.5 million 
Nobel literature prize since Colom- 
bian writer Gabriel Garcia Marquez 
won in 1982 and the first Spanish- 
language writer to win since Mexi- 
co’s Octavio Paz in 1990.

Sludge Reaches Danube 

Officials fear the effects of contamination from this week’s toxic spill in Hungary 


Kolontar, Hungary 



Red sludge flowed into the Dan- 
ube River on Thursday, threaten- 
ing a half-dozen nations along one 
of Europe’s key waterways. Moni- 
tors took samples every few hours to 
measure damage from the toxic spill, 
and emergency officials declared 
one Hungarian tributary dead. 

As cleanup crews gathered 
deer carcasses and other wildlife 
from the villages in southwestern 
Hungary flooded by the industri- 
al waste, environmental groups 
warned of long-term damage to 
the farming region’s topsoil. 

Conflicting information swirled 
about the dangers posed by the 
ankle-deep muck coating the most 
seriously hit areas after the collapse 
of a waste-storage reservoir at a 
nearby alumina plant Monday. 

The Hungarian Academy of Sci- 
ences maintained that while the 
material was a continued hazard, its 
heavy metal concentrations were not 
considered dangerous to the environ- 
ment. “The academy can say what- 
ever it wants,” fumed Barbara Szalai 
Szita, who lives in Devecser, one of 
the hardest-hit villages. “All I know 
is that if I spend 30 minutes out-

side, I get a foul taste in my mouth 
and my tongue feels strange.”

The red sludge, a waste product 
of aluminum production, reached 


the western branch of the Danube 
early Thursday and was flowing into 
its broad main stretch by noon. By 
evening, it was moving southward 
toward Serbia and Romania. 

At monitoring stations in Cro- 
atia, Serbia and Romania, officials 
were taking river samples every few 
hours, though experts hoped the 
river’s huge water volume would 
blunt the impact of the spill. 

Hungarian rescue agency 
spokesman Tibor Dobson said the 
pH content of the sludge entering 
the Danube had been reduced to the 
point where it was unlikely to cause 
further environmental damage. The 
waste, which had tested at a high- 
ly alkaline pH level of 13 soon after 
the spill — similar to lye or bleach 
— was under 10 by Thursday. 

The tributaries from the area 
around the spill were not so fortu- 
nate.

Newcomer takes over in Redskins’ backfield with 
hopes of becoming Shanahan’s next success story

Ryan Torain announced his presence in 
the Redskins’ backfield last weekend by 
putting his shoulder through Eagles safe- 
ty Quintin Mikell’s chest on his way to 
rushing for a 12-yard touchdown. 

The only surprise is that it took four 
weeks to get to this point. 

Torain hasn’t exactly been buzzed 
about up to this point — he was on Wash- 
ington’s practice squad to start off the 
season — but his emergence is typical of 
the Mike Shanahan system that has pro- 
duced so many 1,000-yard rushers. 

Shanahan’s success has always had 
more to do with the cohesion between 
the runner and the offensive line than 
the name on the back of the tailback’s jer- 
sey. Sure, Terrell Davis established hall-

of-fame-caliber numbers running the ball 
during the Broncos’ Super Bowl-winning 
campaigns. And current Redskins tail- 
back Clinton Portis post- 
ed a pair of 1,500-yard 
seasons under Shanahan 
before being traded from 
Denver to Washington in 
2004. But guys such as 
Mike Anderson, Olandis 
Gary, Rueben Droughns 
and Tatum Bell have also 
gotten to 1,000 yards in 
the same system. 

Torain’s 70 -yard day in the win at 
Philadelphia, along with Portis’ groin 
injury that will force him to miss four to 
six weeks has established a new pecking 
order in the backfield for now. But the 
larger point for Redskins fans to take 


note of is that after a slow start, their 
team is starting to show a little prom- 
ise in the ground game. 

“I feel like I fit real well with [Shana- 
han’s scheme],” Torain said.

Capital Gains Project 


After last season’s bitter 
finish, Ovechkin and co. 
look to take the next step 


The Capitals 

Alexander Ovechkin doesn’t care to think 
about last season’s disappointing playoff 
exit. He doesn’t want to brood over the 
Game 7 loss to Montreal in the first round 
of the playoffs or how a season full of team 
milestones failed to produce the ultimate 
goal — the Stanley Cup. 

Instead, the Capitals captain just wants 
to focus on the season opener 
in Atlanta Oct. 8. 

But not every team mem- 
ber has turned the page on last 
year’s season, which ended 
after the Capitals failed to close 
out a 3-1 series lead against the 
Montreal Canadiens. 

“Even if you wanted to for- 
get about it, I don’t think you 
could,” defenseman Tom Poti 
said. “It’s something that’s going to stay in 
the back of our minds for a long time.” 

On the stat sheet, there’s no reason the 
Capitals should want to forget the 2009-10 
season. Despite the major shortcoming, it 
was a historic year for the team. 

The team posted the best record in club 
history and clinched the club’s first-ever 
Presidents’ Trophy, awarded for the NHL’s 
best team in the regular season. 

Other milestones included a team-record 
14-game winning streak; the league’s top 
offense and power play; a team-high for wins 
(51); a third-consecutive Southeast Division 
title; and a 121-point season. 

The barometer for success, though, comes 
in the playoffs, not the regular season. 

In the Eastern Conference quarterfinals, 
the Caps fell victim to the hot hands of Mon- 
treal Canadiens goalie Jaroslav Halak and 
were forced to sit through a longer-than- 
expected summer. 

“We were the best team in the league up 
until the playoffs,” Poti said. 

With the loss fresh in their minds, the 
players responded by bringing an increased 
vigor to this year’s training camp. 

“Practices are a little more intense out

there,” winger Jason Chimera said. “But 
that’s a good sign, though, when guys are 
pretty intense and want it. [The playoff loss] 
kind of left a bad taste in our mouth last 
year, and some guys still have that taste in 
their mouth.” 

One aspect of the team that remains 
unchanged is the core of the roster. 

With a solid lineup of homegrown first- 
round picks and prospects, the Caps opted 
to promote players from within to fill holes, 
rather than sign free agents. 

“You’d rather go with the people you know, 
and the people we know got 121 points last 
year,” General Manager George McPhee said. 
“We had a goalie get hot in the last three 
games of the playoffs last year, but that doesn’t 
mean we should rip this team apart.” 

As the Caps embark on the 2010-11 cam- 
paign, Ovechkin held off on offering any pre- 
dictions for his team this season. Instead, 
he’ll let his team’s play do the talking. 

“Let’s just get started and see what hap- 
pens,” he said, reed s. albers 


PRESIDENTIAL BOUNCE BACK 

Since the creation of the Presidents’ Trophy in 1985, only seven of the 23 teams to win the trophy claimed the Stanley Cup in the 
same year. Last year, the Capitals won the trophy and joined a long list of Presidents’ Trophy winners who found themselves exiting 
the playoffs early. Here’s how the three most recent Presidents’ Trophy winners have fared the season after winning the title. 


DETROIT RED WINGS 

2005-06: The Red Wings won the Presidents’ 
Trophy but lost in the conference quarterfinal to 
the Edmonton Oilers. The year after, the Red Wings 
went 50-19-13 and finished first in the Central Division but lost in 
the Western Conference finals. 

2007-08: The Red Wings re-claimed the trophy and defeated the 
Pittsburgh Penguins for the Stanley Cup. In 2008-09, the Wings 
went 51-21-10 but lost a Stanley Cup finals rematch to the Pens. 




BUFFALO SABRES 
2006-07: The Sabres 
won the Presidents’ Tro- 
phy but lost in the East- 
ern Conference finals to the Ottawa 
Senators. The next year, the Sabres 
went39-31-12forfourth in the North- 
east Division and failed to qualify for 
the playoffs.

Over the past six months, Metro has taken a number of actions to 
improve the reliability of your bus or train ride with us. With an eye 
toward improving on-time performance, we've launched training 
for our station, bus and rail staff, and we've also adjusted our 
inspection and maintenance procedures across the board. 

For our bus customers, we've replaced 148 of our oldest buses, 
we're installing DriveCam on our buses to help improve driver 
performance and we have some upcoming schedule changes. 

On the rail side, we've undertaken some of Metro's largest 
rehabilitation projects in many years, replacing nine switches, 

6,151 cross ties, 28,557 feet of rail, 4,067 fasteners, 458 feet of 
floating slab, and 1,115 insulators. 

I know these projects represent a major inconvenience but they are 
necessary to keep our rail system in a state of good repair, and more 
importantly, to improve long-term safety and reliability for you.

He dated Madonna, trashed an 
MTV set on live television and 
wrote a song that’s superglued in 
your brain.

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MAKE YOUR MINI-GARDEN GROW WITH A HARD-TO-KILL TERRARIUM 


The craze for all things Victorian is 
hitting home(s), and we don’t just mean 
U Street hipsters dandying up their 
pads with tweed sofas and taxidermy. 
Rather, old-timey terrariums — i.e. 
shrunken gardens encased in glass 
— brush off their mad scientist rep to 
spring up everywhere from Brooklyn 
lofts to Georgetown boutiques.

Case in point: At Hu’s Wear on M Street, the 
newest eye candy isn’t for sale but, rather, a crop 
of terrariums — the bounty of owner Marlene Hu 
Aldaba’s new self-professed “nerd hobby.” Making 
mini-landscapes grew out of a messy problem at 
home. “I love succulents, but with two cats and a dog 
at home, I needed a way to protect my plants from 
being destroyed,” she says. 

Even though hipsters have taken to the low- 
maintenance pursuit, it’s certainly nothing new. 
Terrariums date to 1827, when British physician 
Nathaniel Ward discovered tiny plants had sprouted 
in covered jars he was using to grow cocoons. 

(That’s why large, enclosed cases for growing or 
transporting plants are called “Wardian” cases.) 
Nowadays, vessels skew from lidded aquariums (a la 
your third-grade classroom) to bell-shaped cloches, 
and vintage apothecary jars to fishbowl vases and 
cheese domes. For containers, hit thrift stores or 
Shopterrain.com and Velocityartanddesign.com. 

With the occasional spritz of water from a 
watchful gardener, mature terrariums function 
as self-contained ecosystems that organically self- 
sustain with recycled water — evaporating to 
condense on the glass walls and roof, then falling 
to nourish the plants and soil when needed. (Rinse, 
repeat.) 

Many urbanites revive the craft to fulfill a yen for 
botany, whether their thumb shades are green or 
black. “When you have a container filled with five or 
eight plants, it feels more like a garden than a potted 
plant does,” says Kacy Paide, 30, of Silver Spring, who 
started making terrariums several years ago after she 
spotted an example in a magazine. “Terrariums are 
my creative outlet. I live in a condo without outdoor 
space. This is how I garden.” katie knorovsky

‘Secretariat’ hits its 
stride with the true 
tale of a legendary 
Triple Crown champ 


Film Review 


It’s tough to guess who will enjoy 
“Secretariat” more — filmgoers who 
remember the extraordinary events 
of 1973, when the chestnut 3-year- 
old won the first Triple Crown in 25 
years, or those for whom the story is 
brand-new. With this stirring, thor- 
oughly entertaining movie, direc- 
tor Randall Wallace (who wrote 
“Braveheart”) has achieved the 
next to impossible, injecting gen- 
uine suspense into a narrative we 
all know the ending to. 

Wallace’s secret is that he makes 
“Secretariat” about characters, 
not races, and he has found irre- 
sistible protagonists in both his 


the sexist forces of her own family 
and the horse racing establishment 
to champion Big Red and change 
the face of the sport forever. 

One of the best things “Sec- 
retariat” has going for it is that 
Tweedy is played by Diane Lane, 
who brings her ineffable blend of 
radiance, toughness and demure 
reserve to a woman who knows 
how to wear just the bright brooch 
when upending the patriarchy. 

Juxtaposing Tweedy’s you-must- 
pay-the-rent travails and her con- 
servative husband’s complaints with 
Big Red’s journey to becoming a 
superstar, Wallace turns “Secretari- 
at” into a parable of faith and quiet, 
assured feminism. If some of the 
back-home scenes are awkwardly 
staged and the plot contoured for 
Hollywood efficiency, the story 
itself is too infectious to resist.

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Kind of Not Humorous 


Set in a psych ward, 
‘Funny Story' suffers 
from an identity crisis 

Film Review 

There’s very little that’s even kind 
of funny in “It’s Kind of a Funny 
Story,” which can’t accurately be 
described as a comedy but isn’t a 
true drama, either. 

Keir Gilchrist stars as a Brook- 
lyn high school student named 
Craig, who, pronouncing himself 
overwhelmed by “grades, girls, two 
wars, impending environmental 
catastrophe and an imploding econ- 
omy,” commits himself to psychi- 
atric care at a hospital. The youth 
ward is full, so Craig spends five 
days in the adult ward, where he 
learns lessons about life and grow- 
ing up from its motley clientele. 

If you’re thinking “One Flew 
Over the Cuckoo’s Nest of a Boy,

Interrupted,” you’re keying into 
one of the major problems with

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moments, “Buried” Lets viewers know 
they’re in for something different— and 
disturbing. With the screen in complete 
darkness, we initially hear only bump- 
ing, then a man panting and groaning. 
Finally, the flick of a Lighter: It’s Paul 
Conroy (Ryan Reynolds), an American 
contractor in Iraq who has been kid- 
napped, buriedandheldforransom, with 
air for only 90 minutes. With the screen 
often blanking out into unsettling black 
and the sound of sifting sand and other 
unwelcome intrusions ramping up the 
anxiety Level, “Buried” delivers the kind 
of immediate experience too often miss- 
ing in movies, a.h. 

CATFISH (PG, 86 minutes) An often jar- 
ringly intimate film about a young man’s 
odyssey through virtual life and Love on

the Internet, this documentary morphs 
into a mystery in which technology plays 
a crucial role. The whole story is captured 
with a digital video camera, constantly 
filming main character NevSchulman. 
In 2007, when one of Schulman’s photo- 
graphs was published in a New York news- 
paper, he received a Facebook message 
from an 8-year-old girl asking permission 
to re-create the image in a painting. When 
she sent him the picture, Schulman was 
impressed and began a correspondence 
with the prodigy, eventually “friending" 
her entire family— including her attrac- 
tive older sister, Megan, a.h. 

EASY A (PG-13, 92 minutes) The film 
opens with Olive (Emma Stone) broad- 
casting a confession over the Internet, 
recounting the sordid episodes that 
caused her current predicament of 
friendlessness with a side of bad reputa- 
tion. It all started with a lie to get out of 
camping with her friend’s hippie parents. 
But her excuse spirals into a tale of “sexy 
Glade candles” and Lost virginity. After 


that piece of gossip blankets the school, 
guys are suddenly bombarding Olive 
with attention. But when she agrees to 
help a bullied gay friend by pretending 
to sleep with him, she Learns that there’s 
a thin Line between sexy and slutty.

THE EXPENDABLES (R, 103 minutes) 
This action thriller written and directed 
by SylvesterStallone is designed to leave 


filmgoersfeeling pummeled intosubmis- 
sion. Just when the film threatens to 
sink under its own weight, Terry Crews 
blows a guy’s brains out, silhouetted 
through a backlit doorway, and the en- 
tire groaning enterprise Levitates on a 
Ludicrous plume of pure camp. Stallone 
plays Barney Ross, Leader of the titular 
gang of mercenaries with names Like Lee 
Christmas (Jason Statham) and Gunnar 


Jensen (Dolph Lundgren); Crews himself 
plays Hale Caesar. Hired by a man named 
Mr. Church to unseat a despot in South 
America, Ross and the boys Lay waste to 
everything they see. a.h. 
FREAKONOMICS (PG-13, 93 minutes) 
Why does the new documentary based on 
Steven D. Levitt’sandStephen J. Dubner’s 
2005 best-seller “Freakonomics" feel 
so familiar, even to those who haven’t 


read it? Maybe it’s because of all those 
cocktail-party conversations the book 
inspired. At this point, who in Washington 
doesn’t feel Like they’ve read it? The om- 
nibus documentary is a compendium of 
four “chapters,” each based on a section 
of the book, and directed by a different 
hotshot documentarian, including Mor-

AlexGibney (“Enron: The Smartest Guys 
inthe Room”), Eugene Jarecki (“Why We 
Fight”), and Rachel Grady and Heidi Ewing 
(“Jesus Camp"), m.o. 

HEARTBREAKER (NR, 109 minutes) This 


delightful French romantic comedy is all 
about planting ideas in someone else’s 
head. Except in this movie, the man who 
does it works while you’re wide awake. 
That would be Alex (Romain Duris), the 
handsome heartbreaker of the title. With 
his team of two assistants (Julie Ferrier 
and Frangois Damiens, playing Alex’s 
sister Melanie and brother-in-law Marc), 
he hires himself out as a professional se- 


ducer of women around the world, making 
women realize that they don’t really love 
their partner. Unfortunately, the team is 
broke, and Alexagreesto compromise his 
ethics, accepting the task of breaking up 
a happy couple, m.o. 

LEGEND OF THE GUARDIANS: THE 
OWLS (PG, 90 minutes) “Through our 
gizzards, the voices of the ages whisper 
to us, and tell us what’s right," intones 


a dignified owl in the sepulchral tones 
inflections of Hugo Weaving. How you 
respond to this bit of feathery hokum 
will determine how you’ll feel about this 
film. Does its majesty send a shiver up 
your spine? Or does the very idea of an 
animated owl delivering this line induce 
— pardon me — hoots of laughter? The 
animated film follows two owlet brothers 
whose destinies come into conflict, d.k. 


LET ME IN (R, 115 minutes) Owen (Kodi 
Smit-McPhee) is a 12-year-old loner. He 
strikes up a tentative friendship with Abby 
(Chloe Grace Moretz), a girl who appears 
to be about his age, when she moves into 
the apartment next door with her weary- 
looking father (Richard Jenkins). Except 
that he may or may not be her father. At 
times, Abby treats the man more like a 
servant. And he obliges, making midnight 
runstotheconveniencestore parking lot 
for blood, drained from a high-schooljocks. 
Owen, meanwhile, has been getting picked 
on. Abby, who has by now befriended Owen, 
doesn’t like this. m.o. 

MACHETE (R, 104 minutes) As capital-m 
Machete, Danny Trejo makes a ferocious 
first impression as a Mexican cop. In the 
film’sopening minutes, heand hissmall- 
m friend are shown severing the heads 
of three drug-cartel goons with a single 
stroke. The eventsetsthetoneforthe rest 
of the movie, whose violence isso absurdly 
over the top as to be comical. The movie, 
co-directed by Robert Rodriguez and his 
longtime editor, Ethan Maniquis, is one 
big comic book. It’s better allaround if you 
can laugh at it. m.o. 

NEVER LET ME GO (R, 103 minutes) Di- 
rector Mark Romanek’s film epitomizes 
the kind of somber, aesthetically refined 
and morally engaged film that commands 
deep respect without inspiring much af- 
fection. Adapted from the highly regarded 
novel by Kazuolshiguro, this ambitiously 
restrained film will most likely please 
fans of the book’s dire speculative vision. 
The story is narrated by Kathy (Carey Mul- 
ligan), who, as the movie opens, explains 
that she started her young life in the 
1970s, at a well-tended British board- 
ing school called Hailsham. There, she 
befriended Ruth (Keira Knightley) and 
Tommy (Andrew Garfield), who along 
with Kathy live in a world that, while in 
many ways sequestered and pampered, 
has a castoff quality to it. a.h. 

THE SOCIAL NETWORK (PG 13, 122 min 
utes) When a talky movie’s talk has been 
written by Aaron Sorkin (“The West Wing”), 
and those words have been animated by 
the visual brio of director David Fincher, 
what looks on paper like a static series 
of dead-end conversations comes to life 
as a vital, engaging, even urgent parable 
for our age. As the dramatized story of 
Facebook founder Mark Zuckerberg, the 
film can’t be taken as the literal record 
of events — which involved Zuckerberg 
being sued by his partners and com- 
petitors. With surgical precision, exhila 
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rating insight and storytelling flair, Sorkin 
and Fincher bring viewers along on an 
infectiously giddy journey of discovery 
and invention, a. h. 

THE TILLMAN STORY (R, 94 minutes) 
When Pat Tillman enlisted in the Army in 
2002, he gave up a lucrative contract with 
the NFL, an actthat wascelebrated atthe 
timeforitsselflessness and courage. Two 
years later, as an Army Ranger, he was 
killed in Afghanistan in an episode initially 
described asa Taliban ambush; theformer 
Arizona Cardinals player was awarded a 
posthumous Silver Star, and his funeral 
drew thousands. Weeks later, the Army 
revealed thatTillman’s death was “prob- 
ably” the result of a fratricide. But by that 
time, the military and the Bush administra- 
tion’s narrative of Tillman’s life and death 
had taken on a life of its own. a.h.

THE TOWN (R, 130 minutes) This film 
harks back to gritty urban thrillers of 
the 1970s with an assured sense of tone 
and style. Affleck has cast himself in 
“The Town’s" lead role of Doug MacRay, 
a native of Boston’s tough Irish Charles- 
town neighborhood, which has produced 
more bank and armored car robberies 
than any place in the U.S. Doug and his 
best friend, Jem (Jeremy Renner), are 
members of one of Charlestown’s most 
notorious crews. When the guys rob a 
bank and take a manager hostage, the 
episode sparks a series of events that 
leads Doug to question whether he’s 
ready to leave Charlestown’s tribal life 
while being pursued byan FBIagent(Jon 
Flamm). a.h. 

WALL STREET: MONEY NEVER SLEEPS 

(PG-13, 133 minutes) Michael Douglas 
makes a triumphant return to form as 
one of American cinema’s great villains, 
Gordon Gekko, in the 23-years-later se- 


quelto the movie that captured the go-go 
'80s. lnitsownway,thisfilmevincesjust 
as strong a hold on its times, when terms 
like “subprime” and “insurance swaps" 
“credit default swaps" — phrases that 
would have been meaningless two de- 
cades ago— are the lingua franca of the 
financial realm. The crimes that Gekko 
went to jail for in Oliver Stone’s original 
film nowseem like child’s play compared 


with the shady deals his spiritual heirs 
have been confecting during his years 
in prison. Now released, Gekko has re- 
nounced his past and published a book 
called “Is Greed Good?” a.h. 

YOU AGAIN (PG, 105 minutes) “You Again” 
suffers from an increasingly common 
movie defect: appealing supporting 
characters and main characters who 
are as unlikely as they are unlikable. At 


the center of this unfunny comedy are 
Marni (Kristen Bell) and Joanna (Odette 
Yustman), former high school nemeses 
who discover years after graduating they 
once again have something in common: 
Marni’s brother Will (Jimmy Wolk), who’s 
about to marry Joanna. We see cheer- 
leader Joanna tormenting the pimply, 
bespectacled Marni, then catch up with 
them today. Enter Sigourney Weaver 


and Jamie Lee Curtis, playing, respec- 
tively, Joanna’s stuck-up Aunt Ramona 
and Marni’s mother, Gail, a neurotically 
competitive former cheerleader. They, 
it turns out, also have bad blood dating 
to high school, m.o.
